ties. 
The car which struck Mrs. Mcll- 
henny is owned and driven by Phillip 
J. Freund, 300 Howard avenue, Mt. 
Oliver, near Pittsburgh. Accompanied 
by his wife, mother, father and a 
fourth passenger, he was en route to 
Atlantic City. 
Says Car Skid* 
According to Freund, he was not 
driving at an excessive rate of speed. 
When about IOO yards from the Mc- 
Uhenny home he said he saw Mrs. 
Mcllhenny start across the highway. 
He sounded a warning, he said, and 
when the aged woman hesitated and 
started to retrace her steps for an 
instant he thought she had heard th® 
horn. 
The pedestrian continued across the 
road and in an effort to avoid hitting 
her, Mr. Freund said he applied the 
emergency brakes to his car, causing 
it to skid. 
As he aplied the brakes to his car, 
he drove for the extreme left tide 
of the road ami marks on the high­ 
way indicate that he had almost been 
off the concrete when the front of his 
machine struck Mrs. Mclthetiny. 
Tar Turn* Around 
Ju st as the machine struck the aged 
woman, it swerved around and skidded 
into the soft dirt a t the side of the 
road, the front end pointing in the 
direction from which it was travelling.

ha u>ad on the two fire engines. 
In addition all our extra hose will 
be oil the service truck at all 
time) and if it should be needed 
vill be at our command and pos­ 
sibly much valuable time saved. 
This is especially true in the out­ 
lying sections of our town, the 
County Home Furniture Facto­ 
ries, Silk Mill, Brick Plant, Col­ 
lege, Seminary, etc., where long 
lines of hose would be needed. 
During the past 12 months we 
have responded to 22 alarms, 6 of 
them outside the borough limits. 
The loss from fire in Gettysburg 
during the past few years has 
been small compared with neigh­ 
boring towns.
